Generel Saith is away on an extended trip, ami Mr. Jackson 
nas therefore askei me to reply to your letter of Hard: 6th, 
dinameach as I waa Ceneral Saith's Aide while he was Coramand og 
General of the First Arny afd accorpanied him to the Squadres A 
Sixtieth Amiversary Dinner or the evening of 21 Apri 1949. 


Aa you recall, the General's talk on that ocensio: was 
largely exteuporansous, altBough he had with hin a set of pte- 
pared notes to whid. he referred occasionally. T baw located 
these notes and first in then the following two paragrachs wi ich 
may be weful to Squadron 4 in their present recrultin: nrofrast 


"It ig a long march from Troop A of 1889 4> the 
105th Machine Gun Battalion ef World War I am! the 10let 
rand. Reconnaissance Squadron of Worl Wat TT, 
Dut the recerd has been consistent. You are the seirs of 
a great tradition of service, and participants ir a sabool 
of leaderstip.* 
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“the pen who have filled your ranks for t>ree 
generations have alwayr accepted willingly ani esferly 
thetx share cf the responsibilities of citisens and 
seldiers, and you are doing the seme today. the exis—- 
tence of organizations like Squadron A, and of the mar: 
pinilar, los¢ famous but equally meritorious, orpanise- 
tions of citisen-soldiers, is a contimal reassurence 
to those whose full-time business it is to plan for ou 
country's security. ‘You typify one aspect of thr col- 
lective responsibility for national defense of tre 
Amevtcan people, whosd confidence and calm 
49 necepeexty if the porer of the United States ds to 
be fully developed for pease ani world stability? 
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Whether or not the General actually used these paracraphs 
in his talk would appear to be immaterial, since he prepared 
the notea end these two statements therefore reflect his per~ 
gonal opinion of Squadron A. 


I think you may also feel perfectly free to use the quo- 
tation which you and Judge McCook recall, "From my observation : 
during the war, the jen of Squadron A are not only gentlaen, 
but they meet the hirphest military requirements any leader in 
command may expect". These may not have been his exact smords, 
but I do recall that he commented favorably on the wer recerd 
of the 10ist Mecnaniped Cavalry Recornaiseance Squadron.
